St. Stephen's College, Hongkong, 
is well kmowa to many of our 
Chinese ‘readers says the Malay 
Mail since, a gf its students, are 
several Straits-hort boys. Av 
account of 2 visit paid to it the other 
tay by a representative of the 
Malay Mail will therefore be of 
some intercst.- 

This school is in some respects 
unique: It is the only schoc! for 
Chinese. boys run on the lines of an 
English public school and en- 
trely independent of Government 
assistance. This is a departure 
from the usual inethods of educa- 
tion jn Malaya. The Victoria 
Institution, in adopting the perfect 
system lately, is merely experi-+ 
mmenting aloag lines which have 
peen followed by St. Stephen's 
College. from its foundatioa. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that the college, is especially a 
preparation for the University, and 
there is no school in Malaya which

twenty yours ago, some of the lead-

-and an dppeal was next nade to 
the Roman Catholic Mission inj 
Hongkong. Finally it Was referred 
to the Anglican Bishop of the 
diocese, who, with the assistance 
of the Church Missienary Society,, 
started the present college. The’ 
manarement is.now in the hands 
of a board, composed of six Engstish | 
and six Chigese gentlemen, under 
the. Chairmanship of the Bishop. — f
